his lady was in danger of starvation—no one was in the 
house but the prisoner— her cries at length were 
heard 
hi the street, and by means of a ladder she was released, 
bite was wise enough not to incur the danger a second 
time, obtained a divorce, or an annulment of the mar­ 
riage, and is still living (having wedded happily) at Bath. 
At certain periods, Cooke was as mad as anv inmate 
of Bedlam or St. Luke’s.

It will he recollected, that ut the time tins petition was 
made, the Hunk of the I nitral States hud ulreutly appli­ 
ed for a renewal of its chatter, «and on which ( 'ongress 
were not only deliberating, hut had, by various votes, 
given unequivocal indications that they were in favor of 
a Hank, uud of this Hunk, nearly m its present form, 
and with its present powers. 
T he Hank question, al­ 
though then well understood hy intelligent politicians to 
be mainly a political question, was viewed bv the great 
mass ol the community simply in its relations to the 
finances and currency of the country.

I he defence set up was, that as the individuals who 
performed guard duty, 011 the occasion referred to, 
were not enrolled as militia men, being in fact engine- 
men, and members of engine No. 13, they had no 
legal right to prevent Fisher from crossing the Com­ 
mon at any point which he chose, and that therefore 
Noyes, in 
pushing him back, committed the first as­ 
sault ; but the Court considered that the only question 
presented was, whether the assault committed was an 
aggravated one, leaving the question respecting the rights 
of the guard and the defendant open for another Court.
